One County High School Some Day? 


Voter’s’ rejection of the proposed consolidation 
of the Salem and Leetonia school districts was no 
surprise in Tuesday's general election but the de­ 
feat of the proposed Columbiana County Joint Vo- 
caitonal School had not been anticipated 
There are no immediate plans for the future, al­ 
though the State Board of Education can be expect­ 
ed to press its demands for the required vocational 
training standards and thereby comply with Ohio 
law. 
Unmistakably, the Salem-Leetomia merger plan 
was shot down. A total of 5.448 voted against it; 
only 1.864 in favor of it. The proposal was marked 
by strong objections from the outset, most of it 
coming from Leetonia although it is obvious Sakm 
School District patrons didn’t look with favor on the 
proposition, either. 
They were just not as vocal 
about it. 
Many of the public feared double tax imposition, 


with one school district tax base being superim­ 


posed on another and, in a sense, they were correct. 


Neither the Leetonia nor Salem school board» 


knows yet what to do but conferences with state 


officials can be expected. It is unfortunate that the 


county vo-ed school did not pass since seven school 


districts had gone together to form the new county 


vocational education district. 


It may be that citizens in the various school dis­ 


tricts believe that a status quo can remain. Just 


the opposite may be the case in years to come. One 
large centralized high school, fully-equipped to pro­ 


vide a wider range of academic, vocational and 


technical courses might serve nearly all of the coun­ 


ty school districts. And it might prove more econ­ 


omical in the long run. 


Medicine Personnel Crisis Seen

crisis in health-care personnel. 
To avert the crisis, the commission said the num­ 
ber of medical school enrollees must be increased 
50 per cent by 1978.

tion as part of the program to turn out additional, 
qualified personnel. 
Included in the over-all recommendation package 
were these proposals: 
reduced training time for 
doctors and dentists; opening 126 area health edu­ 
cation centers across the nation; a grant program 
for low-income medical and dental students; reduc­ 
ed hospital residency requirements; increasing em­ 
phasis on recruitment of medical students from 
minority groups and increased use of trained assist­ 
ants for over-worked medical and dental staffs. 


Some of the points will be disputed inside and 
outside the medical profession, no doubt. But there 
is little likelihood that the need for new medical 
schouls will be disputed, 
A campaign was started 16 months ago for the 
construction of a medical school in northeastern 
Ohio. The site still is undecided 
Dr. Robert E. Tschantz, Canton Aultman Hospi­ 
tal chief of staff and a Kent State University trus­ 
tee, has been guiding a 15-county citizens council 
campaign to have the medical facility operated by 
KSU. 


THE CONCEPT envisions the use of facilities on 
the KSU campus and community hospitals in Can­ 
ton, Akron and Warren in a medical program de- 
•igned to stress training of general practioners. 


A site consultant already has made his recom­ 
mendations to the Ohio Board of Regents. It is 
known that he considered the KSU medical-center 
project feasible.

WASHINGTON - These are 
tough times. There’s blood in 
the gutters — policemen’s blood. 
So there's tough talk. Just a 
few days ago husky Ed Kier- 
nan. leader of New York City's

Patrolmen’s 
Benevolent Assn., jabbed a fing­ 
er at this columnist and said 
his men want 
the

“ shoot back and to shoot to 
kill.” 
They do not have this right.

Neither Ed Kiernan nor any 
of the nation's 325.000 uniform­ 
ed 
patrolmen 
want 
anyone's 
blood on their hands. But cops 
scare, too 
Especially in 
am­ 
bush. And today they are young 
cops — averaging between 24 
and 
28 years of age 
in many 
big cities. So 
in New York the 
other day the PBA demanded 
a shotgun be standard equip­ 
ment in 
“every radio patrol 
ca r.” 
This came just shortly after 
the unaffiliated patrolmen's un­ 
ion 
had asked Mayor John Lind­ 
say 
for what appears to be a 
$250 million annual wage-fringe- 
pension increase 
in exchange 
for the old 27-month pact expir­ 
ing New Year's Eve. Later Ed 
Kiernan — himself still a co p - 
told me, “I don’t doubt for 30 
seconds there will be job ac­ 
tion if we don't get what we 
want.” 
That's shop talk for strike. 
The cops are angry. So are the 
unionized fire fighters. They are 
polarized. They say there’s just 
not enough money to compen­ 
sate for the “assaults on them, 
the sneak attacks, the killings 
while they’re on duty — not 
killings by thieves or thugs or 
organized gangsters but by mil­ 
itants. 
It was to end this polariza­ 
tion, I believe, that A1 Barkan, 
National Director of the AFL- 
CIO’s Committee on 
Political 
Education (COPE), invited into 
his office a month ago John 
Cassese, former PGA chief who 
now is organizing the Interna­ 
tional Brotherhood of Police Of­ 
ficers. Also asked in was Wil­ 
liam Howard McClennan, pres­ 
ident of the International Assn. 
of Fire 
Fighters 
(AFDCIO). 
Here in COPE’s office. 
Alax 
Barkan, his publicists and 
the 
two men personifying the na­ 
tion s cops and firemen devel­ 
oped some depolarization plans 
for the 
interim 
between 
that 
day and Election Day. 


DIRECTOR BARKAN’S point 
had simple political logic. TTie 
cops — some 30 of whom have 
been killed since July 1 and 
some 600 injured — have beta 
fighting mad. They have blam­ 


ed the assaults and the lack of 
authority to shoot ba k au o- 
matically on incumbent office 
holders. 
The uniformed 
men 
have equated this with “per­ 
missiveness” — and permissive­ 
ness with the liberal - labor 
coalition. 
So strategist 
Barkan 
asked 
“ Howie” McClennan and John 
Cassese to do a team bit. He 
urged them to hit the hustings 
for 
the 
following 
week 
and 
speak to uniformed men and 
their families 
in 
states 
with 
close senatorial and gubernato­ 
rial races. In these states a few 
thousand votes could make or 
break a candidate. 
So Messrs. Cassese. whose na­ 
tional union now has 41 police 
locals, and McClennan went on 
the road, shuttling between New 
York and Washington at one 
end, and Utah and California 
at the other — with stops, of 
course, in Oluo and Indiana. 
They barnstormed for such 
liberal-coalitionists as Indiana’s 
Vance Hartke, California’s Jonn 
Tunney, Ohio's Howard Metzen- 
baum and John Gilligan (guber­ 
natorial candidate) and Utah’s 
f rank Moss. 
Their argument as they went 
side by siue pivoted on the be­ 
lief that the labor coalition can- 
dida.es would support bills al­ 
ready in 
committees 
on 
the 
Hill which would make it a 
federal offense to attack a po­ 
liceman or fire fighter while 
on duty. 


THESE 
BILLS 
would 
also 
guarantee an adequate income 
to widows and families of police 
and fire fighters killed on duty. 
Also for the men themselves if 
they survived the assaults but 
were disabled. 
Labor's politicos appeared in­ 
deed satisfied with the duos 
campaign appeal. For, on Oct. 
23, fire fighters chief McClen­ 


nan received the following tele­ 
gram from Alex Barkan: 
“Reports I have had from our 
people in California, Utah, In­ 
diana, Ohio and elsewhere in­ 
dicated excellent results from 
their meetings and from the 
special program you have help­ 
ed establish. This could be ex­ 
tremely significant in these key 
states. I really appreciate your 
help in this and I am convinc­ 
ed it will be most effective.” 
Just how effective was the 
appeal to the cops and firemen 
can’t be judged. Not for weeks 
until the election’s final figures 
are broken down precinct by 
precinct, union by union 
Strenglh of this vote, howev­ 
er, will only measure the anger 
of men being mowed down in 
unprovoked attacks. 
The uni­ 
formed men are polarized, all 
right. Ed Kiernan, for example, 
now is lobbying for a bill which 
would give the slates, or the 
federal government the right to 
set up policemen’s human right* 
commissions. The cops want a 
tripartite review board of ted- 
eral or state officials, police­ 
men's leaders 
and 
prominent 
citizens. 
The 
police 
want a 
board to which to go for re­ 
dress, just as there are civilian 
police review boards. 
It’s true that such cops’ un­ 
ions as the New York PBA 
want big money — $88 million 
in wage hikes alone in one year. 
But it is aiso true they want 
an additional 20 per cent across- 
the-board hazard pay while on 
duty — any duty. This could 
come to more than $75 million 
a year. 
But the cops say what good 
is money if you get mowed 
down in ambush or unprovoked 
attacks. So say the fire fight­ 
ers.

criminals will be detected and 
punished.

systems. In fact, never have so 
many problems

forced 
upon government for solution at 
the same time. 
Tiie election of a few more 
governors from one party or the 
other doesn’t really change the 
fundamental situation in many 
states. People dissatisfied with 
the leadership are expressing 
themselves at the polls. But by 
and large, 
when 
the 
citizen 
looks over the election results, 
he will be wondering if there 
will really be reforms when the 
candidates he has selected take 
office, whether it be in local or 
national government. 
Government as a whole is far 
too complex to be greatly af­ 
fected by off - year elections, 
especially when the results show 
both parties maintaining con­ 
siderable power. Under the par­ 
liamentary system, a single par­ 
ty is in control of both the ex­ 
ecutive and legislative branch­ 
es. There is no divided govern­ 
ment. The United States is the 
only country where such a divi­ 
sion is permitted, and very lit­ 
tle progress is made when one 
party has a majority in the leg­ 
islative body and another runs 
the executive branch. 
The American people usually 
vote against the party in power 
when 
they 
are 
discontented. 
They vote for change in the 
hope that the party out of pow­ 
er can do more for them than 
the party in office. But in an 
off-year election they 
do 
not 
vote for a president, so there 
can be no shift in the White 
House. 


CHANGES MADE IN Con 
gress cannot be decisive unless 
the opposition party gets a big 
enough majority in each house 
to override a presidential veto 
on important 
legislation. 
The 
net result is a stalemate on 
many issues and , the 
natural 
tendency is for each side to 
wait for the next election to try 
to get a president with a sizable 
majority in Congress 
of 
the 
same party. 


Meanwhile, the American peo­ 
ple find the country 
drifting 
along, 
as they see 
Congress 
coming to grips with only a few 
ot the vital issues and failing to 
exhibit a sense of urgency on 
behalf of all the people. A divid­ 
ed government is never as good 
as a united government, par­ 
ticularly at a time when an in­ 
ternational situation can devel­ 
op grave problems capable of 
deepening even more 
the un­ 
happy mood of the nation. 


The initiative for legislation 
is in the hands of leaders in 
both houses of Congress as well 
as in the White House. 
Con­ 
structive proposals can be put 
before the people 
and 
public 
sentiment 
mobilized 
provided 
partisanship is put aside. 
But 
the government of 
the United 
States is still not a harmonious 
or effectively operating institu­ 
tion. 


Congress is todav controlled 
by different blocs, and a presi­ 
dent doesn t have the power to 
put through legislation that he 
w'ould have if the nation voted 
him a substantial majority 
in 
both houses for * four - year 
term. Mid-term 
elections 
for 
Congress 
are 
not 
helpful 
in 
modern times.

terms of the vice president’s 
role in the campaign " 
However,

Nixon looks upon Agnew as the 
GOP campaigner who was out 
front where the heat was hottest 
and felt the vice president had

stump. 
In his post-election statement, 
Nixon claimed Republicans had 
gained “ a working majority in 
both the House and the Senate 
for national defense and also for 
foreign policy.” 
He referred to the ideological 
attachments of members of the 
Congress that will meet in Janu­ 
ary rather than party labels. 
Democrats, of course, will con­ 
tinue to control both houses. 
He predicted the election re­ 
sults, “ as far as the Senate is 
concerned, will not go unnoticed 
abroad.” 
The chief executive noted both 
Democrats and Republicans are 
making victory claims “ as is 
usually the case in an off-year 
election.” He even bolstered the 
legitimacy of such a claim by

points to the fact that in state 
races his party picked up sever­ 
al governorships.”

W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 
There’ll be more black faces in 
the House of Representatives as 
a result of Tuesday’s elections 
—up three to a total of 12. But 
the 
dramatic 
victories 
for 
blacks this year came mainly at 
the state and local levels. 
For the first time since the 
turn of the century, blacks won 
seats in the lower houses of the 
South Carolina and Alabama 
legislatures, victories that sur­ 
prised even some of the black 
political 
strategists 
in 
those 
states. 
There were four black candi­ 
dates for the South Carolina 
Legislature. 
All were 
Demo­ 
crats and all won. James Cly- 
burn, 
one of the candidates 
from Charleston, said in a pre­ 
election interview that victories 
by even two would give blacks 
some hope of gaining influence 
within the state’s Democratic 
party machinery. 
Two black candidates cracked 
the all-white Alabama house. 
One, attorney Fred Gray, ran 
on 
the 
regular 
Democratic 
slate; the other, state NAACP 
President Thomas Reed, under 
the banner of the black-oriented 
National Democratic party of 
Alabama. 
Dr. John Cashin, a Huntsville 
dentist who formed the party 
two years ago to challenge the 
seating of the regular party at 
the 1968 Democratic National 
Convention, was trounced over-1 
whelmingly in his challenge to 
George C. Wallace for the gov­ 
ernorship. 
But black candidates running 
on Cashin's NDPA ticket took 
over a few more county govern­ 
ment posts, including a new 
black sheriff of Lowndes Coun­ 
ty, right next door to the turbu­ 
lent area ruled by Selma Sheriff 
Jim Clark wearing his “Never”
